AS the tourist attractions receive increased publicity, 
more and more people turn with quickened interest to 
Queensland. This applies not only to people in the 
southern States, but from overseas also. The oversea and 
southern tourist and sportsman may now spread before 
him when planning his next holiday a map which offers 
fresh fields for travel and adventure. Queensland, with 
its temperate highlands, tropic littoral, almost perennial 
sunshine and an exciting new world in the regions of the 
Barrier Reef, is quick to claim attention. It is a land of 
magnificent distances and diversified scenery — scenery so 
different from that to be seen in the southern States that 
a round tour is a procession of exciting contrasts. North 
of Twenty-eight skies seem a deeper, a more vivid blue, 
seas a richer azure, stars burn brighter, nearer, and a 
" livelier emerald twinkles in the grass." Trees wave 
flowered foliage in the aureate air, colourful shrubs brighten 
street and garden, and throughout the year flowers and 
creepers and rambling vines are blossoming in riotous 
confusion — flowers which seem to have stolen their colours 
from tropic sunsets. As there is a charm, an intangible 
quality about Brisbane, the capital, so it is with Queensland 
generally, especially the Tropic North, with all the 
significant marks of " difference."

liness. In the 
south-east are 
lofty magnet- 
mountains, sub-tropical wonderlands containing rare plant 
and bird life and ancient trees — Lamington National Park, 
Tamborine, Beechmont and Springbrook. This rugged 
upland region of mists and moss-clad trees is bordered by 
miles on miles of silver strands upon which the league-long 
combers crackle and smash in foamy turmoil — Southport, 
Surfers' Paradise, Burleigh Heads, Currumbin, Coolangatta 
and Tweed Heads. Moreton Bay, studded with islands, forms 
an aquatic playground of singular charm. Bayside resorts 
within a few miles of Brisbane include Sandgate, Redcliffe, 
Wynnum, Manly, Cleveland and Redland Bay (noted for 
tropical fruits). West of Brisbane are Toowoomba on the 
crest of the Main Range, Stanthorpe and the fruitful 
Granite Belt, and the famous Darling Downs, the granary 
of the State, and the beautiful Bunya Mountains. The 
glorious North Coast strands extend from Caloundra to 
Noosa Heads, a chain of delightful surfing resorts, while 
inland is the Blackall Range with its citrus orchards, 
pineapple and banana farms, and rich dairy pastures. Farther 
north are the Wide Bay and Burnett rural districts, Rock- 
hampton and the Central-west, Mackay, Bowen, Townsville 
and the North-west, and the tropical approach through

Innisfail and Babinda to Cairns 
and the ever-cooi tablelands 
bordering the Coral Sea. 

The Great Barrier Reefs extend 
along the greater portion of the 
Queensland coast — from Torres 
Strait to Breaksea Spit, a distance 
of some 1,250 miles. Tourist 
resorts are established on several 
of the islands in the areas 
enclosed by the Barrier Reefs. 
Some are high mountainous 
islands with fringing coral reefs; 
others are tiny coral cays. Heron 
Island is reached by way of Glad- 
stone; Lindeman Island is north- 
east of Mackay; Day Dream, 
South Molle, Long, and Hayman 
Islands are near the Whitsunday 
Group and are reached by way of 
Proserpine; Magnetic and Palm 
Islands are adjacent to Towns- 
ville; Dunk Island is reached 
from Tully; and Green Island is 
a popular resort out from Cairns. 
Accommodation, cuisine and 
general services will prove satis- 
factory. Access is by rail to 
points of embarkation along the 
Sunshine Route or by steamer.

QUNSHINE and 
J Queensland have 
almost become synony- 
mous terms. Throughout 
the year this northern 
State is suffused with pagan 
light. During the glorious 
winter months from June to 
August, Brisbane revels in some 
628 hours of bright warm sunshine, 
compared with 384 hours for Auckland, 
569 hours for Sydney and 395 hours for 
Melbourne. The most salubrious climate in 
the Commonwealth is enjoyed between May and 
September along this golden littoral — the Riviera of 
Australia. Winter and summer, Queensland is noted for 
the equability of its climate. There are seldom extremes 
of heat or cold. This large State of 670,500 square 
'miles is divided from east to west into the Coastal Plains, 
Eastern Highlands, North-western Uplands and Western 
Plains, and the climatic condition of any locality 
depends more upon its position with respect to those 
divisions than to its distance from the Tropics. The 
term "cold" can scarcely be applied to winter in even the 
most southerly parts of the State, Brisbane having a 
mean minimum temperature of 49.8 degrees and a mean 
maximum of 69.5 degrees. There are no thunderstorms and 
only scattered rain during the winter months; the seas are 
calm and skies serenely blue. During the three summer 
months, the cool green retreats among the highlands adjacent

popular with Queens- 
land and southern 
holiday-makers. The 
island resorts within 
the magic regions 
of the Great Barrier 
Reefs are favoured 
throughout the year.

WHILE the Queensland climate is considerably warmer 
than that of the southern States, it is advisable to pack 
warm clothing. When the westerly wind, the Queensland 
mistral, invigorates the seaboard with its penetrating, but 
healthful blast, it can be very sharp in Brisbane. Night tem- 
peratures on the highlands, even in the hinterland of Cairns, 
are often decidedly cool. Winter months throughout the State 
are usually dry months. In summer tropical dress is necessary. 
Shorts, slacks and the usual beach and yachting dress are 
worn on the Barrier Reef Islands, together with a large sun 
hat and strong boots or waders for fossicking on the coral 
reefs.

There are regular 
interstate steamship services. Oversea liners voyaging by 
way of southern ports or Torres Strait all call at Brisbane. 
Airliners operate between Brisbane and southern capitals to 
a regular twice-daily schedule. Comfortable tourist coaches 
travel over scenic routes between capitals. 

Motorists who intend to remain in Queensland longer 
than fourteen days should secure a visitor's permit which lasts 
three months. If it is intended to travel more than 100 miles 
from the Border, a permit should be obtained within twenty- 
four hours. Registration is compulsory if a visit for longer 
than three months is intended.
